AMERICAN AMBASSADOR 
MAKES VIGOROUS PROTEST 


The Anti-American Outbreak 
Began With the Stoning of 
the Offices of The Mexican 
Herald--- The Mob Is Kept 
Moving by Forces of Police. 


Mexico City, November 9.—Through 
insults to the American flag and as- 
gaults made openly upon American citi- 
zens in the streets, the anti-American 
demonstration which began last night 
with the stoning of The Mexican Her- 
ald offices, developed this afternoon 
nto an affairs of interngtional impor- 


tance. 

A vigorous protest was registered 
by the American ambassador with the 
Mexican department of foreign rela- 
tions, and at the same time the facts 
were teelgraphed to Washington and 
instructions asked for. 

Attacks Renewed. 

Tonight the attacks were renewed. 
Windows in a dozen American business 
places were smashed. All about town 
shutters were hurriedly drawn and 
establishments closed. Forces of po- 
lice appeared in the streets and kept 
the crowds moving. 

An attack was made upo nthe plant 
of El Imparcial, and the mailing and 
distributing departments on the 
ground were completely wrecked, For 
tweaty minutes the mob battered at 
the heavy doors leading to the edito- 
vial and composing rooms above, with 
heavy timbers, and fired the wreckage. 
Then the mounted police charged with 
drawn swords. One of the attackers 
was run through and “Xkilled. The 
others fled. . An alarf, turned 
in from the office of the paper, brought 
the department to the scene before 
the flames gained headway. 

The crowd showed bitterness toward

Washington, November 9.—(Special.) 
The political revolution of yesterday, 
which upset the precedents of a gene- 
ration and changed the political com- 
plexion of ‘the house of representatives, 
prostages a democratic victory in the 
presidential fight two years. hence. 
Such was the talk in Washington to- 
day, where ,the democratic tidal wave 
throughout the country was the only 
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subject of discussion. 

The people of the nation, angry ‘eh, 
cause of broken promises for genuine 
tariff revision and resentful over the 
increased cost of living, have turned | 
toward the minority party. The 
leaders of democracy in the nation be- 
HMeve the party will measure up to 
this responsibility. 

What Bacon Says. 

“We must sit steady in the ship,” 
remarked Senator Bacon, of Georgia, 
today, in commenting on this phase 
of the political situation. “The peo- 
ple of the country have turned to the 
democratic party because of the dis- 
satisfaction with the tariff record of 
the party in power. As I interpret it 
the result yesterday is more than any- 
thing an expression of the dissatisfac- 
tion with the high cost of living. Now 
that we have the opportunity, the 
democrats in congress must be wise 
and cautious so that the positions 
taken with regard to public questions 
will merit the approval and confidence 
of the people. I, for one, believe that 
the party will measure up to its re- 
sponsibility. 

“As for the results of yesterday, 
they were immensely pleasing to demo- 
crats everywhere. They sive hope 
and encouragement for the future.” 

While the house of representatives 
will be democratic for the first time 
in sixteen years, the magniture of the 
democratic victory in the nation, and 
particularly the large number of gains 
made in the senate, afford no little 
satisfaction to democrats. With a 
gain of eight senators, the democrats 
can reasonably expect to come in con- 
trol of the upper branch of congress 
two years hence. Acting with the five 
insurgent senators, who voted against 
the Payne-Aldrich tariff bill, the 
democrats of the senate will be able to 
control that body in the next congress. 

Taft Returns. 

The president returned to the city 
today from Ohio, where he voted, but 
he had no word to say about the rout 
of his party yesterday.

Plain clothes men from police head- 
quarters raided the drug store of R. R.

In the rear of the store and 
room used by the druggist for storage 
purposes, located in an alley near his 
place, they found four barrels and 
four large boxes containing an ex- 
clusive brand in bottles varying from 
quart sized to half pints.

Carolina Whisk 
Being Aired. 


Chester, S. C., November 9.—In the 
trial here of Black and Rawlinson, 
former directors of the South Carolina 
State dispensary, and Lee Solomons, a 
former liquor salesman, for conspiracy 
to defraud the state, Attorney General 
Lyon today offered in evidence the 
“little red book” kept by Henry Sam- 
ueis, of Chester, a former whisky 
salesman, as a memorandum of the re- 
bates required by the board from the 
Salesmen. Whether Samuels was one 
of the alleged conspirators remains 
undetermined. 

John T. Early, of Cincinnati, who 
represented the Fleischmann liquor 
interests, declared he paid Director 
John Black, of Columbia, “money, in 
the form of rebates.” He said, “I did 


So because I thought it would in- 
fluence him to give me orders. 


The $2,500 draft made on Early by 
Black in favor of Henry W. Black 
was offered in evidence. Early identi- 
fied it and said that.in all he had paid 
Black between $4,000 ee $5,000; that 
he usually paid him bates of from 
$1 to $3 each on every barrel Black 
bought of him. 

Early declared Black had not forced 
him to pay these rebates: Witness con- 
sidered he was merely dividing his 
commissions with Black. 

Dividing the Rebates. 

W. Dudley, of Kentucky, who 
formerly represented Clarke Brothers 
& Co., distillers, of Peoria, Ill., said 
that once Directors Black, Wylie and 
Rawlinson ordered out 2,60) barrels 
and 1,600 cases of whisky, on which 
Dudley paid them $4,000 in rebates. 
The draft was put in evidence. Dud- 
ley said that of this Wylie got $1,200, 
Rawlinson $1,200 and Black $1,700. 

Friday may see the conclusion of 
the case. At least six attorneys will 
be heard in argument. The state's 
case has not been finished. 

In the examination of Dudley it 
was developed that Dudley had applied 
to John Black for funds upon which 
Dudley might get across the border 
into Canada to keep from testifying 
in this case. He did not get the 
money. The defense holds that this 
indicated consciousness of innocence 
on the part of Black and Rawlinson. 
Had they been guilty of wrongdoing, 
the defense claims, they would have 
been anxious to get Dudley out of 
the. way.

The Senate Will Probably Re- 
main Republican in Name, 
but the Democrats and Pro

Control 


The political upheaval of Tuesday 
was followed by a general survey of 
the field, which disclosed with greater 
detail and precision just whet results 
had been accomplished. 

Later calculations on the national 
house of representatives, based on 
complete, but unofficial returns, show 
that the democrats will have a safe 
working majority of thirty. 

The outcome of the United States 
senate is not definitely settled. The 
republicans are assured of § sixteen 
new senators, which, with the thirty- 
four hold-over senators, gives them 
a total of fifty. The democrats are 
assured of fifteen new senators, which, 
with twenty-five hold-overs, gives them 
a total of forty. Two senatorships are 
still in doubt, namely, the successor 
of the late Mr. Dolliver in Iowa, and 
Mr. Carter in Montana, where there 
is a prospect of a tie. 

G. 0. P. Has Senate. 

These determined totals, 
leave a republican majority 
senate as follows: 

Total membership, 92; necessary to 
majvrity, 47; republicans, 50; demo- 
crats, 40; doubtful, 2. 

The sixteen republican senators con- 
sidered assured are from California, 
Connecticut, Delaware, Massachusetts, 
Minnesota, Michigan, Nevada, North 
Dakota two, Pennsylvania, Rhode Is- 
land, Utah, Vermont, Washington, 
Wisconsin and Wyoming.

Manager Collins, of the Prohi- 
bition Forces, Will Probably 
Contest the Election -- Vote 
Largest in the History of the 
State. 


Jacksonville, Fla., November 9.— 
With three-fou of the vote of the 
state reported,’ the majority against 
the proposed constitutional amend- 
ment prohibiting the sale of intoxi- 
cating liquers in Florida is 3,204. This 
will probably be increased, rather than 
diminished, as many of the ‘counties 
now under prohibition secured through 
the local option law, which were ex- 
pected to give heavy majorities ror 
the amendment, are giving majorities 
against it. 

Pleasant A. Holt, manager of the 
local option campaign, claims that the 
amendment will be defeated by 5,200. 
C. L. Collins, manager of the pro- 
hibition campaign, is not giving any 
figures, but is talking of contesting 
the election, which is equivalent to a 
concession of defeat on the face of the 
returns. 

The total vote will probably be the 
largest in the history of the state, ex- 
ceeding 60,000. The one-fourth vote 
not reported is in sections not easily 
reached by telegraph and will prob- 
ably not be reported in full for several 
days.

SECURING HOLIDAY FUNDS 


The holiday season is almost at hand, 
and individuals interested in good. 
works, and organizations making for 
the same, have begun their canvass 
for the necessary funds to carry on 
their work. In this day and hour, 
when the spirit of brotherly love seems 
to touch upon the hearts of the great 
majority of people, there are the few 
who do not give their part in some way 
to help where help is needed. There is 
no time to stop to reproach who do 
not give; who do not realize the phil- 
osophy “that the gift is to the giver 
and comes back most to him.” 

But there is at present a little lack 
of system about giving and begging 
which is hard on those who give, and 
on those who agsume the burden of 
collecting funds for various good ob- 
jects. The latter at times are inclined 
to be carried away by their interest, 
and to be unreasonable in their de- 
mands; over-sensitive when refused. 

Generosity Abused. 

There is the tendency, too, on their 
part, if they see that a person gives 
generously to ome cause, to think that 
they should give as generously to all, 
and to pursue them for that purpose. 
For example, in the case of a generous 
Atianta woman of means, who had in- 
dicated by donations that her interest 
lay in educational and hospital work, 
she was literally pursued by begging 
letters, for church entertainments, 
charity bazaars and personal appeals 
where she felt no obligation, She was 
ealled over the telephone before she 
was out of bed in the morning; she 
was called away from the dinner table, 
and even at social entertainments ap- 
proached and asked for money. 

A Lack of Ethics. 

In another cage, in the visit here of 
a Wealthy guest from a distance, whose 
visit had been heralded beforehand, 
begging letters were sent in such num- 
bers before her arrival her hostess was 


ashamed to hand her mail on her ar- | 


rival. 

There is no use to refer to the lack 
of ethics in the latter case, but in the 
former case—that of the Atlanta lady 
—more can be said. Though she is 
rich, and can give, her life should not 
be made a burden to her, and the fact 
that she has plainly showed where her 
interest lies should be considered. 

It would seem that only the great- 
est emergency and an intimacy would 
warrant a person being asked to sub- 
scribe to a thing at a social entertain- 
ment or at a public gathering. 

How te Reach People. 

The best and surest way to reach 
the people now in the matter of ask- 
ing money for help is by letter, by 
literature clearly setting forth the 
cause and its objects. Not long since,

Business Method. 

A young married woman in Atlanta, 
who gives regularly each ,year from 
her ingome, has two particular cause 
she gives to: One a directly charitable 
object—the support of a family strick- 
en with disease; the other an educa- 
tional scholarship, and with the sum 
left she pays her membership dues in 
organization work in which she is in- 
terested er in any emergency cases 
which appeal to her. Outside of that, 
she refuses to consider any appeals. 

There may be individuals who re- 
sent her refusals, but at the same 
time each year the several good causes 
she chooses to help can rely on her ab- 
solutely for certain amounts. 

Giving ang asking should be on @ 
more systematized basis. It should 
always be borne in mind that people 
have a right to give as they please; 
whether.through a cause which ap- 
peals to them or to compliment some 
individual who may be interested in 
the cause.

FAILED TO BREAK 
THE SOLID SOUTH 


No Inroads Upon Demo- 
cratic Control. 


Appeals of Taft and Roosevelt 
in Dixie Are in Vain-- The 
Election and Its Lessons Stud- 
ied by Taft and His Cabi- 


net. 


Washington, November 9.—The elec- 
tion and its lessons and the pressing 
forward of the administration’s legis- 
lative program so as to get it out 
of the way before the accession of 
democratic control in congress next 
year, were among the subjects dis- 
cussed at a cabinet meeting today. 

Featuring the administrative meas- 
ures will be the plan for meeting sec- 
ond-class mail abuses by requiring 
magazines—not newspapers—to pay 
increased postage on their advertising 
pages sufficient to eliminate postal 
deficits and warrant establishment of 
l-cent postage on first-class mail in 
the near future. This is Postmaster 
General Hitchcock's project. 

The pkan will be urged upon con- 
gress at the coming short session, and 
a number of magazine publishers al- 
ready have expressed their disposi- 
tion to co-operate. Congress will be 
asked to authorize separate weighing 
of advertising and legitimate reading 
matter, each publisher certifying to 
his local postmaster the facts neces- 
sary to determine the postage. Ac- 
tion will be urged on other measures. 

Taft Wakes Up Cabinet. 

President Taft realizes the neces- 
sity for getting through all needed 
administration legislation in the three 
months’ session beginning next 
month. He ealled on members of the 
cabinet today for a statement of the 
situation in their respective depart- 
ments, and the matter will be taken 
up in detail on the president’s return 
from Panama. 

Much of the proposed legislation 
which will be urged upon congress in 
the president’s forthcoming message 
will be of a progressive character, and 
it is said here that the prospects are 
excellent for harmony in the repub- 
lican ranks. i 

Interesting as promise to be the 
events of the short session, the assem- 
bling of the new congress and its con- 
duct—with a democratic house and a 
republican senate, serving under a re- 
publican president—will attract far 
wider attention. The first session of 
the new congress, which will convene 
in a little more than a year, is prac- 
tically committed to tariff revision by 
reason of yesterday’s results. All! 
through the special tariff session at 
which was passed the Payne-Aldrich 
bill, the democratic minority contend- 
€d that insufficient effort was being 
made to revise the tariff downward.

He had no 
comment to make upon the result, and 
went directly to the white house, where 
it was stated he probably would not 
break his silence concerning political 
affairs until after his return from Pan- 
ama, whither he starts tomorrow. 

Disappointed as is the president at 
the loss of the house of representatives 
to the democrats, his political advisors 
are pinning their hopes to the fact that 
a three months’ session of the present 
republican majority in both branches 
of congress is about to begin. It is 
known that into that brief period the 
administration intends to crowd 4s 
much of its legislative program 45 
there seems to be the remotest chance 
of enactment. 

Much’ of the proposed legislation 
which will be urged on congress in the 
president’s forthcoming message will 
be of a progressive character, and it 18 
said the prospects are excellent for 
harmony in the republican ranks. An 
effort will be made in the short session 
to pass as much progressive legislation 
as possible because of the effect such 
measures would have upon the fortunes 
of the present administration two years 
hence.

Their Vote in New York State

crease. 


New York, November 9.—Marked 
gains in the socialist vote throughout 
the state are shown in the returns 
from yesterdmy’s election. Figures 
available tonight indicate a total vote 
for Charles Edward Russell, nominee 
for governor, of 65,000, which is near- 
ly double the 33,994 vote of 1908. In 
New York city Russell received 27,230. 

Most significant, however, are the 
increases up-state. Sixty-five cities 
that gave a vote of 7,570 two years 
ago show 28,000 this year. In the out- 
lying districts the gains are especially 
notable. Districts which formerly 
showed less than ten votes, this year 
report from 100 +0 500. 

Among the large cities that show 
substantial socialist gains are Buffalo, 
Schenectady, Syracuse and Rochester.
